Laurier LaPierre former 
host of This Hour Has Seven 
Days, speaking in support of 
Dr, Norman Dolman, N.D,P. 
candidate for the St, Albert 
Constituency, in Morinville 
on May 10 received two stand- 
ing ovations when he delivered 
a fiery factual address on the 
New Democratic Party poli- 
cies, 


Mr, LaPierre was intro- 
duced by chairman Louis 
Chalifoux, who then invited 
candidates from the other 
parties to come to the plat- 
form, Mr, Robert Russell, 
Liberal was ‘the only one to 
respond, coming from the 
back of the hall at the head 
of some 36 students carrying 
banners, cow bells and var- 
ious noisemakers and using 
them with enthusiasm, Mr, 
LaPierre waited for thedem- 
onstrators to quiet down be- 
fore going on with his address. 

He evaluated policies 
against those of other political 
parties in this 20th century 
with an appreciative audience 
of some 300 people, Also 
present on the platform were 
Dr, Dolman ‘and Robert Russ- 
ell, the Liberal candidate, 

Mr, LaPierre traced the 
history of Canadian politics 
from 1867 when men from four 
colonies established a new 
nation in a new world, They 
had political problems, they 
had economical problems, 
they had religious differen- 
ces; but they did decide to 
build a great new country, 
and they did this, 

Now in 1967, 100 years later 
in one of the richest areas 
of natural resources in the 
world, Canada, continued Mr, 
LaPierre,one third of the pop- 


ulation make less than $3000 . 


per year, 

Referring to the native In- 
dians of Canada, Mr, La- 
Pierre stated that they have 
been treated with stupidity 
and indifference, 

The speaker accused the 
politicians of being respon- 
sible for the loss of the spirit 
of nationality in Canada and of 
not creating energy to live and 
build together a society that 
will produce one great nation 
in Canada, 

Referring to those who live 
on the side lines of politics, 
Mr, LaPierre called them 
parasites who live onthe good 
work of others, He stated 
that the Canadian Nationalism 
is a farce, That the concepts 
of Canadian politics are ob- 
Solete,. dealing with 19th cen- 
tury issues instead of 20th 


century needs, He referred 
specifically to the needs of 
better research programmes 
in Education, Medicine and 
Agriculture, 

"Society will endure only 
to the degree that we all are 
willing to share a concern 
for all the people,’’ said Mr, 
LaPierre, ‘‘Nobody lives in 
the past, Nobody builds in the 
past, Nobody generates in the 
past, We must deal with the 
present, and build for the fut- 
ure’’, He received a standing 
ovation from the audience at 
this point, 

In his concluding remarks 
Mr, LaPierre referred to 
Expo ’67 as a live monument 
to show the world that Canada 
is alive, He said that if the 
written press, TV and radio 
would tell the whole truth to 
the people, there would be no 
Separatism in Canada today, 
He stressed that integrity is 
the key to good public service, 
We Canadian’s must solve our 


social and ‘cultural problems’ 


by being a great United 
INation,, Mr, LaPierre said, 
This will be achieved by elec- 
ting a Canadian government 
that will meet the needs ofthe 
people in the 20th century, 
with an eye to the future, the 
New Democratic Party, 

After answering afew ques= 
tions from the floor, Mr, La= 
Pierre left for another speak= 
ing engagement in Edmonton, 

Both Dr, Dolman and Mr, 
Russell addressed the gath- 
ering, followed by an open 
question period which con- 
cluded the meeting,

Candidates address 
forum in Legal 


A large crowd gathered at 
the Legal Community Centre 
on May ll to hear the rep- 
resentatives from the four 
political parties contesting 
the coming provincial elec- 
tion, This meeting was spon-= 
sored by the local F,U,A, 

Mr, Walter Van De Walle 
chairman for the evening wel- 
comed the candidates and the 
people attending, 


Mr, Stan Walker Progress= 
ive Conservative c andidate 
was the first to address the 
audience, 

Mr.- Walker dealt with a 
few of his fifteen policies 
beginning with a very impor- 
tant one, Education, Mr. 
Walker pointed out the edu- 
cation costs in the future 
will be double and some other 
means should be found to pay 
for education, Research 
should be done to find out 
if money is profitably used 

He also discussed the $50 
home owners grant, Sunday 
prohibition and Legislation to 
allow Sunday Sport, 

He went on to say that from 
April 1965 to 1966 costs to 
farmers had increased but the 
products didnot increase acc= 
ordingly, 

No export of water should be 
made until Alberta is very 
sure that its supply is ade- 
quate, Mr, Walker went on 
to say that different minis- 


ters should be appointed for . 


urban and rural areas, An- 
other of his policies was Fin- 
ancial assistance to young 
couples buying homes, He also 
stressed that advertizing 
should be doubled as Tour- 
ism can bring a lot of money 
into the province, His last 
policy to complete his time 
limit was the Centralization, 
The P,C, party believes in 
de-centralizing industry and 
that secondary industry 
should be given the support 
needed to bring new iobs to 
rural areas, 

The secene-candidate who 
outlined his policies was Mr, 
Robert Russell, representing 
the Liberal party. Mr, Russ- 
ell thanked the F,U,A, for 
holding this political meeting, 
He explained that he thought 
of politics as a profession 
and that politicians should 
seek advice from the people 
of their constituency, He sta= 
ted that he would work on 
behalf of all the people for 
lower taxes, 


He stated his party believes 
that people over 65 years of 
age should be exempt from 
school taxes, Another of his 
policy points emphasized 


keeping our natural resources 
in the province in order to 
provide more jobs, He stres= 
sed the need for a rapid 
development of an East-West 
Highway North of Edmonton 
and serving the St, Albert 
Constituency. 


In concluding Mr, Russell 
stated that Mr, Mike Maccage 
no as leader of the Liberals 
has done many = many acce 
omplishments, 

The third speaker for the 
evening was M,L,A, Keith 
Everitt speaking for the Social 
Credit Party, Mr, Everitt 


- opened his address by stating 


that Government is not per= 
fect and as long as mankind 
is governing there will always 
be room for improvement, 

He informed the meeting 
that Gordon Taylor, minister 
of highways has announced the 
road to Legal will be paved 
this year, that Highway No, 2 
would have the finishing tope 
ping, In 1968 he stated there 
will be an increase in long 
distance tolls, This will put 
Alberta rates on an even basis 
with those in Saskatchewan, 
He also mentioned the new 
Street Assistance program, 

Mr, Everitt told the audi- 
ence that Legal had received 
$540 for welfare, $5,575 for 
Centennial Grants and 
$175,000 for the School Foun- 
dation program, His party 
also built Senior Citizen’s 
Homes throughout the prov- 
ince and turned them over, 
free of cost, to the municip= 
alities, The government paid 
to build, furnish and land- 
scape these homes of which 
Legal is fortunate to have 
one, 

Dr, Dolman representing 
the New Democratic Party is 
an optometrist, He started 
his address by expressing his 
views onwhat a representative 
should be. To him he should 
be sympathetic and patient, 
ready to listen to peoples’ 
problems, Dr, Dolman feels 
that he isin a position to do 


just that because he.has been 
practicing as an optometrist 


for the past 15 years and his 
job has molded him to be 
sympathetic and astrongman, 
able to stand criticism. 

The N.D,P, thinks of people 
he said, and the government 
has to advance to fit theneeds 
of the latter part of the 20th 
century, 

He stated that the oil rich 
Tar Sands must be developed 
by a crown corporation owned 
by the people of Alberta, His 
party would initiate. a planned 
program to stimulate secon- 
dary industries.
